The CD-ROM Generator is an application which runs in Windows, and complies with the Windows operating 
stipulations. This manual assumes that the reader is familiar with Windows and MS-DOS operations, so general 
Windows-related items are explained in brief only. For more details of Windows, refer to your Windows manuals.

Introduction 


The CD-ROM Generator, which is an application running in Windows, is a CD-ROM generation tool designed for 


Playstation disks. It can construct and alter the logical file structure on the CD-ROM. The files can be output on CD-R 


disk(s) loaded in one or more CD recording units. Debugging disks and master disks can be generated. 


The CD-ROM Generator also has the following features. 


It supports CD recording unit(s) 

The CD-ROM Generator can control the Sony CDW-900E CD recording unit, so it can write data directly on to 
the CD-R disk. When used together with CD recording unit(s), it provides a faster and cheaper way to create CD- 
ROM disks, as long as the number of disks handled at once is not too great. If the CDW-900E is connected to a 
Windows-based host computer, CD-R disks can be written twice as fast: for example, a 540MB CD-ROM disk 
can be written in approximately 30 minutes. And, since up to 16 CDW-900E units can be connected, up to 16 
disks can be generated at once. 

It is easy to operate 

The mouse can be used to create directory structures and to write files to one or more CD-R disks. 

File location can be selected 

The location of each file on the CD-ROM can be specified. 

Data validation 

The conformity of the data written to the CD-R disk can be validated using the CDW-900E. 





File structure format 


The format of logical file structures on the CD-ROM conforms to the ISO9660 standard, which is the format to which 


most CD-ROM disks now conform. 


The file structure format for the CD-ROM Generator conforms to the following specifications.

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System structure 


To use the CD-ROM Generator, you will need the following equipment. 

An IBM PC/AT or compatible machine 

An i486SX/25MHz processor, or upwards 

At least 8MB of memory area 

A high-capacity hard disk to hold the source files (6ne CD-ROM disk can hold up to 66OMB of data) 
An AHA-154x (x being any number) Adaptec SCSI host adapter or compatible device 


Required software: 

Microsoft MS-DOS version 5.0 or greater 

Microsoft Windows 3.1 

ASPI device driver for the Adaptec SCSI host adapter 
CD recording unit(s) 


CDW-900E (up to 16 units, capable of double-speed recording) 


The CDW-900E is connected to the computer via SCSI, so at least one unused SCSI bus ID is required. 
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Setup 


Setting up the CD recording unit(s) 


Setting up one or more CD recording units involves the following operations. 
Installing the Adaptec SCSI host adapter 

Installing the device driver for the SCSI host adapter 

HM Connecting the CD recording unit(s) 


To install the Adaptec SCSI host adapter 


Referring to the manuals provided with the Adaptec SCSI host adapter, install the adapter on the computer you are 
using. If your computer already has a built-in adapter, you can skip this operation. 


To install the device driver for the SCSI host adapter 


If you have EZ-SCSI (the Adaptec SCSI host adapter installation program), install the device driver as explained in the 
manual that comes with it. 


If you do not have EZ-SCSI, copy the driver to the hard disk and add the device name and pathname to the 
“COMFIG.SYS” file. 


Notes 

M No device driver is provided with the CD recording unit. 

Mf you are using Microsoft’s extended memory manager for Windows, be careful not to use the memory area 
destined for use by the host adapter BIOS. 


To connect the CD recording unit(s) 


Set the DIP switches as instructed in the manual for the CD recording unit you are using, then connect the CD 
recording unit(s) to the computer. 


Note the following points 

lf you connect more than one CD recording unit, be sure to use a unique writer ID for each device. 

HM Set the encoder bit of the CDW-900E directly connected to the SCSI host adapter to ON, and set the encoder 
bits of the other CDW-900E units to OFF. 

HM Set the SCSI parity to ON. 

HM For details, see the installation instructions for the CDW-900E. 
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2.2 Installing the CD-ROM Generator 








To carry out the installation operation, you will need the CD-ROM Generator set-up disk for Windows (this disk comes 
with the CD-ROM Generator). 


@ Insert the set-up disk into the floppy drive (drive A in this example). 

@ Activate Windows. For details, refer to your Windows manual. 

® Select “run” from the Program Manager File menu. The “run” dialogue box will appear. (In the following example, 
it is selected from the Program Manager’s file menu.)

The installation operation is now over. Next, click the “Controller” icon to test the system setup. Refer to the 


following explanation. 
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2.3 Testing the System Setup 











As soon as you have connected the CD recording unit(s) and installed the CD-ROM Generator program, check that 
the system setup is correct by carrying out the five tests listed below. 


MH Connection test 

This test checks whether the CD recording unit has been connected correctly. 
m@ Read test 
This test checks whether data can be read from the hard disk. 

mH Dummy write test 

This test checks whether data can be transmitted to the CD recording unit. 
HH Write test 
This test checks whether data can be written to the CD-R. 
H Verification test 











This test checks whether the data was written correctly to the disk in the write test. 


If an error is generated in one of the tests, check that the connection and software installation has been carried out 
correctly. If this does not solve the problem, contact the Operations Division of Sony Computer Entertainment Inc., 
whose address is given at the back of this manual. 

When you are performing the tests, the “CONTROLLER?” dialogue box for the next step will appear. Note that when 
you carry out the write test, actual data is not required: the necessary data is generated automatically by the system. 


@ Click the “Controller” icon in the CD-ROM Generator group window. (Alternatively, you could use the File 
Manager and click the “CDREC.EXE” file.) The following dialogue box will appear.

To check the connection: 





To check the physical connection, click “Inquiry” button. The “Inquiry” information window will appear, showing the 
ROM version (both encoder and writer parts) of all the CD recording units connected to the computer. For devices 
other than CD recording units, only the names of the manufacturer and the model will appear. 


lf the CD recording units have not been correctly connected, a message will appear. 


If the information which appears does not match your actual system structure, refer to the explanation of the CD 
recording unit installation operation and carry out the connection operation correctly. 


To carry out the read test: 

@ Select “No Rec” from the diagnostic mode drop-down menu. 

@) From the source data drop-down menu, select the hard disk which is to be tested. 

@) Click the “Rec” button. The read test will begin. 

@ When the dialogue box appears, click the “OK” button. This dialogue box will show you whether the test has 
terminated normally or whether an error has occurred. 





Notes 

HM The test carried out here only confirms whether data can be read from the hard disk: it has nothing to do with 
whether or not the CD recording unit is connected. 

HM The verification test cannot be executed in this mode. 
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To carry out the dummy write test: 





Select “Pseudo Rec” from the diagnostic mode drop-down menu. 

Select “Auto Data” from the source data drop-down menu. 

In the CD recording unit ID box, select the number of the CD recording unit to be tested. 

Load a CD-R disk in the CD recording unit which is to be tested. 

Click the “Rec” button. The dummy write test will begin. 

Confirm that you want to perform the dummy write test. When the dummy write test begins, the test processing

status is displayed in the status message area as “Lead in”, or “Track”, or “Lead out”. When the data is 
transmitted to the CD recording unit, the counter starts counting. 

@ When the dialogue box appears, click the “OK” button. This dialogue box will tell you whether the test has 
terminated normally or whether an error has occurred. 


Note 

In this test, the data is only transmitted to the CD recording unit: it is not actually written to the disk. However, you 
must be sure to load the disk. During this test, the WRITE lamp on the CD recording unit will light up, and the READ 
lamp will flash. 


If you do not specify the number of the CD recording unit in step 3, data cannot be transmitted from the CD 
recording unit to the recording processing block. In this case, there is no need to load the disk, and neither the 
WRITE nor the READ lamp will light up during the test. 


To carry out the write test: 





Select “Real Rec” from the diagnostic mode drop-down menu. 

Select “Auto Data” from the source data drop-down menu. 

In the CD recording unit ID box, select the number of the CD recording unit which is to be tested. 
Load a CD-R disk in the CD recording unit which is to be tested. 

Click the “Rec” button. The write test will begin, using test data generated automatically.

Check the progress status of the write operation. When the write test begins, the state of progress will be 
indicated in the status message area as either “Lead in’, or “Rec”, “Lead out”. When the data is transmitted to 
the CD recording unit, the counter will start counting. While the write operation is in progress, the WRITE lamp on 





the CD recording unit will light up.

When the dialogue box is displayed, click the “OK” button. This dialogue box will tell you whether the test has 
terminated normally, or whether an error has occurred. 


To carry out the verification test: 
To carry out the verification test on the CDW-900E which is directly connected to the SCSI host adapter (using the 





disk to which data was written in the write test), perform the following operations. 

@ Select “Auto Data”from the source data drop-down menu. 

@® On the CD recording unit ID box, select the CD recording unit which is directly connected to the SCSI host 
adapter. 

Load the disk (the one to which the data was written in the actual write test) in the CD recording unit selected in 
step 2. 

Click the “Verify” button. 

When the confirmation dialogue box appears, click the “OK” button. 

Check that, when the verification test begins, the counter starts counting, and the READ lamp on the CD 
recording unit lights up.

This dialogue box will tell you whether the test has 
terminated normally or whether an error has occurred. 
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Getting Started 


Generating a CD-ROM disk 


Before generating a CD-ROM disk, you must prepare the original data files on your computer. In this manual, the data 
files recorded on the CD-ROM disk are called the “source files”. The information indicating how the CD-ROM volume 
descriptor, the directory structure, and the source files are to be recorded is called the “format information”. Before 
the disk write operation is carried out, the format information is converted into a temporary file known as the “format 
data file”. This file contains file allocation information, source files (such as volume descriptors, path tables and the 
files in the directories) as well as the files needed to generate the disk. This section gives an overview of the 
procedure for generating a CD-ROM disk. 


The procedure for generating a CD-ROM disk 


A CD-ROM disk is generated by carrying out the following operations. 

@ Preparing the source file 

@ Activating the CD-ROM Generator 

@) Editing the format information 

@) Writing the source files and the format data file to the CD disk loaded in the CD recording unit 


About the source files 


Accessing source files 





The CD recording unit records in real time, so the computer needs to output the converted data to the CD recording 
unit at the transmission speed of the CD. When double-speed writing is executed on the CDW-900E, data has to be 
transmitted at twice the normal speed. Accordingly, the source files have to be readable at high speed, and they must 
all be in file systems on the hard disk. If the source files are stored in a network file system connected to the 
computer, it may not be possible to write them to the CD. Care is also needed when carrying out other tasks in 
parallel, as disk access from these tasks may delay output to the CD recording unit. 


If the individual source files are too small, or if there is too much fragmentation, it may not be possible to achieve 
sufficient data transfer speed, and this may make it impossible to write the source files to the CD-R disk. Note that, if 
this is a high possibility, a warning message will appear when you are editing the format information. If such a 
message appears, save the information in the form of a format file with a disk image, then output it to the CD 
recording unit. For details, see “Saving the information as a disk image” on Page 44. 


The names of the source files 





The names of the source files are used without modification on the CD-ROM disk. The characters and numbers 
which can be used in filenames on the CD-ROM disk are listed below. Please use these characters when 
naming files. 


M@ Upper case letters from A to Z 
mM Numbers from 1 to 9 


Mm “_” (underscore) 
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Filename format 

The names of files on disks for the PlayStation should usually be given in the following format. 

name.ext;1 

A filename on the disk consists of the name of the file (“name”), a separator (“.”), an extension (“ext”), another 
separator (“;”) and “1” (this number is usually appended to the filename automatically). Always specify the filename 
with the extension. 


Extensions are not used in the names of directories. 


Filename length 
Filenames can be up to 8 characters long, and extensions can be up to 3 characters long. 


Source file directory structure 





If the source file directory structure is the same as the directory structure you want to create on the CD-ROM disk, 
you can simply copy it to the CD-ROM disk. Even if the source files are arranged in a directory tree with many levels, 
the directory structure can be generated easily on the CD-ROM disk. 


Standard source files 

A standard source file is a file in which the size of the data in the logical block is the same as the length of the logical 
block. CD-DA (digital audio) files and PlayStation real-time files (streaming data files and so on) are excluded from this 
category: the amount of data which is actually recorded in such files is different from the file size on the CD-R disk. In 





a standard source file, the unmodified data is divided up into units the size of logical blocks and recorded as Mode 2 
Form 1 sectors. In this case, the subheader is added by the CD-ROM Generator and the EDC and ECC (error 
detection code and error correction code) are generated by the CD recording unit. 


Subheader source files 





A real-time file on a PlayStation disk needs subheader information, which indicates which data is to be recorded on 
each sector. 


When you specify this subheader information, you should prepare a source file with a data structure in which 2,336 
bytes are allocated to each sector of the subheader. In other words, the data structure must conform to the structure 
of a CD-ROM Mode 2 sector of Form 1 or Form 2. The structures of Form 1 and Form 2 sectors are shown below.

The contents of the subheader should be written to the source file beforehand. However, the file number will be 
overwritten, so this value will not be the same as in the source file. The subheader of the last sector of the file must 
always hold the EOF bit. The reserved area of the Form 2 sector will have NULL data written into it. If it is evident 
from the subheader contents that the sector conforms to Form 1, the EDC and ECC will be automatically generated 
in this sector, So you should enter NULL data into the EDC and ECC fields of the source file.

In the case of a CD-DA source file, you must give the source file a data structure in which 2,352 bytes are allocated 
© each sector. The 16 bits of sampled data (the top byte and the bottom byte) will be arranged as shown below, with 





he left channel (L) coming before the right channel (R). 


“WAV” files (16-bit PCM/44.1kKHz) can also be used as CD-DA source files. 


Activating and Terminating the CD-ROM Generator 


As well as explaining how to activate and terminate the CD-ROM Generator, this section gives a brief explanation of 
each part of the window. 


Activating the CD-ROM Generator 


To activate the CD-ROM Generator, carry out the following operations. 

@ Activate the system and Windows. 

@) Click the CD-ROM Generator icon on the CD-ROM Generator group window. (Alternatively, use the File Manager 
and click the file “CDGEN.EXE”.) The CD-ROM Generator window will then appear. 


Changing the editing mode 





The following three editing modes are available on the CD-ROM Generator. 
Hm Volume mode 

HM Directory mode 

HM Layout mode 


When you activate the CD-ROM Generator, you will enter Volume mode, which is the default mode. However, you can 
easily change the mode. The diagram on the previous page shows the window in Volume mode. 


Errors 

If a format error occurs while you are editing the format information, the error/warning message window will appear, 
and the appropriate error/warning message will be output. For details of error messages and warning messages, see 
“Format information error messages” on Page 51, and “Format information warning messages” on Page 52. 
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The name and function of each part of the window 





The design of each of the CD-ROM Generator windows conforms to the stipulations for Microsoft Windows. The 
following diagram gives a brief explanation for each part of the Volume mode window. For more details, consult your 
Windows manual. 


@ Control Menu box 
This box can be used to change the size and location of the window. By double-clicking it, you can close the 
current window. 


@ Menu bar 
This is used to display menus for editing files, fields and so on.

When you click this button, the window shrinks and the CD-ROM Generator application icon appears. 
If you double-click the application icon, it turns back into a window. 


@ Maximize button 
By clicking this button you can enlarge the window until it takes up the whole of the screen. 


© Clock button 
If you click this button, a dialogue box appears, allowing you to specify the time and the date. 


© Vertical and horizontal scroll bars 
These are used to display information not currently displayed. 


@ Mouse pointer 
When you move the mouse, the mouse pointer moves accordingly on the screen. You can select an item by 
moving the mouse pointer on to that item and then clicking the mouse button.

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Using text boxes 


MH How to input text 
To input text in a text box, move the mouse pointer on to the text box and click the mouse button. The input 
marker will appear in the text box. If you type in letters from the keyboard, the letters will be input from the 
location of the input marker, and the input marker will move, staying one character ahead of the last character 
input. While the input marker is displayed in a text box, all input from the keyboard will be displayed at the 
location of the input marker. 


MH How to copy text to the clip-board (temporary storage area) 
Move the mouse pointer to the beginning of the block of text you want to copy to the clip-board. While pressing 
the mouse button, drag the mouse until all of the desired block of text is highlighted. Next, select “Copy” from the 
Edit menu. 


MH How to paste text from the clip-board 
Move the input marker to the position at which you want to paste in the text from the clip-board, then select 
“Paste” from the Edit menu. 


HM How to delete text 
Following the same method used to copy text to the clip-board, select the block of text you want to delete, then 
select “Cut” from the Edit menu. The highlighted block of text will be copied to the clip-board and will disappear 
from the text box. Text can also be deleted by pressing the Backspace key or by selecting “Delete” from the Edit 
menu, but if either of these methods is used, the text will not be copied to the clip-board. 








3.2.2 Terminating the CD-ROM Generator 








To terminate the CD-ROM Generator, carry out the following operations. 


@_ Double-click the Control Menu box, or alternatively, select “Exit” (Alt + F4) from the File Menu. 
If you do not save the current file information after editing it, the “File Changed” dialogue box will appear.

C) Untitled file has changed. Save? 





@ Ifyou want to save the changes you have just made, click the “Yes” (Y) button, and if not, click the “No” (N) 
button. If you decide not to terminate the CD-ROM Generator after all, click the “Cancel” button. 


If you click the “Yes” (Y) button, and the format information does not have a name (i.e. if no name has 
been registered yet), the “File Save As” dialogue will appear and attempt to elicit a filename. (For details, 
see “Saving edited format information as a file” on Page 43.) If a name has already been specified for the 
format information, the format information will be saved and no dialogue box will appear. 

When the file has been saved, the CD-ROM Generator program terminates.

Information items for which no data is input are treated as “unspecified”. 


Volume identifier 


In the “Volume” text box, type in the name of the volume to be generated on the CD-ROM disk. For a PlayStation 
disk, input a disk name which indicates the title of the software. The volume name should be given in characters from 
the “d” character set, and should be no more than 32 characters long.

You must specify how the location of the source files on the hard disk are to be changed before being recorded on 
the CD-R disk.

It is expressed in minutes, seconds and 
frames, in that order. A frame is 1/75th of a second. The time displayed for Track number AA is the total time on the 
disk. The value usually displayed is 00:00:00. 


Form 
This is the track mode for the CD-ROM disk. It can be either CDROM1, CDROM2 or CDDA. The number (for example 
“_0”) which follows the track mode code is not important for your purposes, so you do not need to check it.

Saving the information as a disk image format information file 


In the case of the last CD-ROM disk you create in a session on the CD-ROM Generator, there is no need to put a 
disk image on the hard disk for the purpose of outputting data to the CD recording unit. This means that you can 
save the time and hard disk space this disk image would otherwise take up. However, creating a disk image for the 
output has the following advantages: 


HM It is easier to control the source files 
For example, if the source files have been split up and saved under several volumes, creating a disk image makes 
the file control operation easier. If you ever need to create an identical disk in the future, you can copy it using this 
disk image. However, you should save the original source files as they are, in preparation for future changes. 

M You don't have to worry about the transmission speed 
If several small source files are allocated to the disk in succession, the transmission of the data to the CD 
recording unit may not reach an adequate speed, and data transmission will then be impossible. This is 
particularly likely to happen when couble-speed data transmission is carried out. If you create a disk image for the 
output, this problem can be avoided.
